ed by the plainuff and assented to Ly the

The trial commenced at 10 o'clock in the 
morning, and continued until 10 in the 
evening, when the jury retired, and, on 
the opening of the court the next morp- 
ing, came in and declared it impossible 
for them to agree on a Verdict. They 
were accordingly discharged by the court, 

The whole of the following article, 


} which appeared in the Republican Crisis, 


while that paper was conducted by the 
defendant, was set forth in the declaration 
of the plaintiff, as the ground of the ac- 
jon :— 

“ Siate Treasurer. 

“ On Friday last, the legislature ap- 
pointed anew Treasurer in the room of 
Mr Lansing, who had filled the office for 
several vears and performed its duties with 
perfect fidelity and aLility. This measure 
bad been determined on, from the mo- 
ment Mr. Lansing took the tiberty of ex- 
ercising the right of a freeman, in sup- 
porting such a candidate for governor as 
he deemed most suituble to fill the office.

Under these circumstances, it was hoped 
that Mr. Thomas would not succeed It 
was hoped that our legislature would frown 
this creeping sycop>ant, this grovelling 
office-seeker back to his duty at Washing- 
ton—that they would spurn at this impu- 
dent attempt at “ reaching after biessings.” 
But the hope of his disappointment did 
not rest on this ground alone. Doubts 
existed both as to his ability and his imeg- 
rity We are told that letters were cir- 
culated amongst the members of the le- 
yislature, previous to taking the question 
on the appointment, in which it was sta- 
ied, that this David Thomas, a few years 
since, was indicted by a Grand Jury in 
Washington county, for receiving @ guane 
tity of counterfeit money with intent to pase 
it——that, on his trial before the p: tit jury, 
one witness expressly swore to the fact ; 
but this witness being an accomplice, 
his testimony was .not deemed sufli- 
cient to convict the accused, and on 
this ground alone he was acquitted ! 
Ifthis charge was thus porntediy made 
(and we are confident it was) how could 
our representatives reconcile it to their 
country and their consciences to commit 
the treasures of the state to the keeping 
of a man thus impedched, without inves 
ligating the accusation? It evinces such @ 
blind devotion to the will of the ambivous 
and aspiring Dictators of this state, that 
it ought to excite alarm throughout the 
country. If the appcintment of Mr, Tho 
mas is a specimen of what is to follow, * 
is high time for the honest and indepen 
dent electors of this state, to begin to think 
of “ correcting the procedure.” 


‘As the result of this trial leaves it Op 
tional with Gen. Thomas either to aban 
don the suit, or to bring it to trial a year 
hence, it is of course still pending, and 
any comment would therefore be highly 
improper.

This day was celebrated by the federal- 
ists of this city, in the most brilliant style. 

Pursuant to the arrangements of the 
committee, the several bells of the city 
commenced ringing at 9 o'clock in the 
morning. Three vessels, full-dressed, the 
Hare, Capt. Olmsted, the George of Al- 
bany, Capt. Jasper S. Keeler, and the 
George, of Warren, R. I. Capt. Cole, 
dropped to their moorings off the city — 
A iederal salute was fired from the Hare, 
and answered by the artillery at the bow- 
cr. This bower was three bundred feet 
in leneth, and erected in the field directly 
south of the mansion, house of the late 
Gen. Schuyler, a spot admirably calcula- 
ted for the ceremonies of the day. Rising 
gradually from Washington-street, it com- 
mands an extensive view of the river, the 
city, and the adjacent country. On the 
brow of this hill, the federal flag-staff was 
planted, and a stage erected for the band 
of music and the orators. 

At 10 o'clock, Capt- Boyd’s company 
of Albany Volunteers, and Capt. Lock- 


wood’s Rifle Company met, and marched. 


up Market-Street to Kane’s tavern in Col- 
onie. Here the federal -republican~ citi~ 
zens of Colonie assembled, and at 11 0’+ 
clock, formed their procession, which, 
preceded by Mr. Buckmaster’s band of 
music and the military companies, moved 
through Market and State-Streets to a 
position in front of the Tontine Coffee- 
House, where they mingled with the citi- 
zens of Albany assembled for the general 
procession. Herea highly interesting 
scene took place: Those old revolutiona- 
ry patriots, Gen. Ten Broeck, Col. Van 
Veghten and Capt. Bogert, the venerable 
fathers of Albany federalism, with the 
most heart-felt joy, congratalated their 
fellow citizens on the fair prospect of a 
restoration of those principles for which 
they had risqued their lives and fortunes. 

The general procession then formed, 
the bells again commenced ringing and the 
artillery at the bower commenced firing. 
The procession, the largest and most re- 
spectable ever witnessed in Albany, (the 
number being variously estimated, from 
3 to 5000) preceded by the band and the 
military companies, moved down State- 
Street—up Market-Street to Columbia 
Street—-up Columbia-Street to Pear!l- 
Street—through  Pearl-Street'und Wash- 
ington-Street, to the bower, The'ring+ 
ing of bells and the firing of cannon con- 
tinued during the movement of the pro- 
cession. 

Cn-the arrival of the procession in the 
ficld, the band ascended the stage—the 
military escort opened to the right and 
ieft—e«nd the citizens marched under and 
around the bower. 

Philip Va Vechten, Esq. then deliv- 
ered a spirited and appropriate address 
which was received with great approbation 
—after which the company partook of a 
collation—and Mr. Buckmaster, with as- 
sistants, sung An Ode for the tenth of June 
—tune, ™ The Dauphin”—the chorus in 
each verse being swelled by the discharge 
of a cannon. 

On account of the extreme heat of the 
atmosphere, several songs prepared for 
the day were omitted. John Lovett, 
T'sq. delivered, in a masterly style, a po- 
etical closing address, which was received 
with the most enthusiastic plaudits. 

A triple salute was then fired, by the

De Ruyters, was blown up in his ship in 
the river ‘Thames, because he would not 
have it said, thata Douglass abandoned 
his ship without orders—or old Diogenes, 
who drowned himself in a tub, in the vain 
hope of finding out the cause of tides— 
or the inyentor of gun-powder, who fell a 
sacrifice'to his ‘ewn expetiments on the 
power ofthat article —Whether they were 
in part right or all wrong, yet remains to 
be learnt. - Be that as it may—the flames 


soon reached the magazine, and the ex- 


plosion demolished the boat,..and threw 
the figure into the air, amidst the acclama- 
tions of ‘thousands of spectators. 

This was followed by a Feu de ji from 
the musketry. The band, the m.litarys 
and the citizens again formed; and the 
procession moved to Washington-street— 
up Washington-street to Ferry-Street— 
down Ferry-Street to Court-Street. Here 
the company was saluted bya gun from 
the Hare, which was answered by a pla- 
‘toon fire, and followed by a salute from 
Mr. Rockwell’s tavern in Greenbush. The 
precession then preceeded up Court-Street 
to State-Street, to a position fronting the 
Tontine-Coffee-House, where the military 
again opened tothe right and left, and the 
citizens passed through and dispersed. 

In the evening, the Eagle Tavern. the 
Tontine Coffee-House, the City Tavern, 
Steele’s,Cande’s, Hewson’s, Ransom’s, and 
Wetmore’s Taverns, in Albany, and 
Kane’s, Payn’s, and Patnam’s taverns in 
Colonie, and several private houses in both 
places, were brilliantly illuminated. The 
Hare moved up to her moorings in front 
of the Eagle-tavern, when the band repair- 
ed on board, and a variety of Fire Works 
were displayed, under the direction of 
Mr. Buckmaster and company, accompa- 
nied with appropriate airs from the band. 

After this the band landed, and closed 
the exereises, with vocal and instrument- 
al music, at the Venetian window in front 
of the Kagle Tavern. 

Great credit is due to the band—the 
military—the orators—the concuctors of 
the river scene, and to the citizens gen- 
erally. The utmost harmony and good 
order prevailed—no accident or distur- 
bance occurred to interrupt the ceremo- 
nies—and.the people retired at a reasonable 
hour. 

The songs prepared for, and sung on 
the occasion, will be published as we find 
room ; and copies of the addresses of Mr. 
Lovett. and Mr. Van Vechten, have been 
requested for publication by the committee.

Destruction of the Brest Fleet. . 


From the London Gazette Extraordinary. 


Admiralty Office, April 21, 1809. 
Sir Harry Neale, Bart. First Captain to 
Admiral Lord Gambier, Commatider in 
Chief of his Majesty’s ships and vessels 
employed in the Channel Soundings, &c. 
arrived here this morning with a dispatch 
from his lordship to the hon. William 
Wellesley Pole, of which the following is 
8 copy i= 
Caledonia, at anchor, ix Bargue Roods,— 
April 14, 1809. 
Sir, 
The Abmighty’s favor to his majesty 


in the success he has been pleased to give 
to the operations of his: majesty’s fleet 
under my command ; and | have the sat- 
isfaction to acquaint you, for the informa- 
tian ofthe Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, that the four ships of the ene- 
my, named. jn the margin,* have been 
destroyed at their anchorage ; and several 
others, from getting on shore, if not ren- 
dered altogether unserviceable, are at least 
disabled for a considerable time.

right hon. Lord Cochrane, were made as 
fully as the state of the weather would 
permit, according to his Lordship’s plan

the enemy’s ships, most of which cut or 
slipped their cables, and from the confin- 
ed anchorage, got’ on shore, and thus a- 
voided taking fire. 

At daylight the following morning, 
Lord Cochrane communicated to me by 
telegraph, that s-ten of the enemy’s ships 
were on shore, and might be destroyed. 
l immediately made the signal for the 
fleet to unmoor and weigh, intending to 
proceed with it to effect their destruction 
Che wind, however, beng fresh from the 
northward, and the flood tide running, 
rendered it too hazardous to run into Aix 
Roads (from its shallow water,) I there- 
fore anchored again at the distance of a- 
bout three miles from the forts on - the 
Island. 

As the tide suited, the enemy evinced 
great activity in endeavoring to wafp their 
ships (which had grounded) into deep wa~ 
ter. and succeeded in getting alt but five 
of the line towards the entrance of the 
Charente before it became ‘practicable to 
attack them. ' 

L gave orders to capt. Bligh. of the Va- 
liant, to proceed with that ship, the Re- 
venge, frigates, bombs and small vessels, 
named in the margin,* to dichor ‘near the 
Boyart Shoal, in readiness for the attack. 
At 20 minutes past 2, P» M. Lord Coth- 
rane advanced in the Imperiéuse with his 
accustomed gallantry and Spirit, and open- 
ed a well dirgcted fire upon the Calcutta, 
which struck hercolors tothe Imperieuse ; 


the ships and vessuls above mentioned soon | 
after joined in the attack upon the Ville. 


de Varsovie apd Aquilon, and obliged 
them, before five o’cleck, .after sustaining 
a heavy cannonade, to strike their colurs, 
when they were taken possession of by the 
boats of the advanced squadron. As soon 
as the prisoners were removed they were 
set on fire, as was also the Tonnerre, a 
short time after, by the enemy. 

1 afterwards detached Rear- Admiral the 
Hon. Robert Stopford, in the Czsar, with 
the Theseus, three adcitional Fire-ships 
(which were hastily prepared in the course 
of the day) and all the boats of the Fleet, 
with Mr, Congreve’s rockets, to conduct 
the further operations of the night against 
any of the ships which lay exposed to an 
attack. On the morning of the 13th, the 
Rear-Admiral reported to me, that as the 
Czxsar and other line-of-battle ships had 
grounded and were in a dangerous situa- 
tion, he thought it advisable to order them 
all out, pariicularly as the remaining part 
of the service could be performed by fri- 
gates and small vessels only ; and I was 
happy. to find that they. were extricated 
from their perilous situation. 

Capt. Bligh has since informed me, that 
it was impracticable to destroy the three 
decked ship, and the others which were 
lying near the Charante,as the former, 
being the outer one, was. protected by 
three lines of boats placed in advance from 
her. ned 
This ship and all the others, except four 
of the line and a frigate, have now moved 
up the river Charante, _ If any further at- 
tempt to destroy them is practicable, | 
shall not fail to use every means in my 
power to accomplish it. 

I have great satisfaction in stating to 
their Lordships bow mych I feel obliged 
to the zealous co-operations of Rear-Ad- 
miral Stopford, under whose arrange ment 
the Boats of the Fleet were placed; and I 
must also express to their Lordships the 
high sense I have of the assistance I re- 
ceived from the abilities and unremitted 
attention of Sir Harry Neale, Bart. the 
Captain of the fleet, as well as of: the ani- 
mated exertions of the Captains,, Officers, 
Seamen, and Marines under my command, 
and their forwardness to volunteer upon 
any service that might be allotted to them ; 
particularly the zeal and activity shewn by 
the Captains of Line of Battle Ships in 
preparing the Fire-Vessels. 

I cannot speak in sufficient terms of ad- 
miration and applause of the vigorous and 
gallant attack made by Lord Cochrane 
upon the French line of,battle ships which 
were on shore, as weil as for his judicious 
manner of approaching them, and placing 
his ship in the position most advantageous 
to annoy the enemy, and preserve his 
own ship, which could, not be exceeded 
by any feat of valor hitherto achieved by 
the British navy. poe 

It is due to Rear Admiral Stopford and 
Sir Harry Neale, that I should here take 
the opportunity of acquainting their Lord- 
ships of the handsome aiid carnest man- 
ner in which both these’ meritorious offi- 
cers had volunteered. their services before 
the arrival of Lord Cochrane, to unde: take 
an attack upon the enemy with fire ships ; 
and that, had not their Lordsinps fixed 
upon him to conduct thé enterprize, I have 
full confidence that the result of their ef- 
forts woukd have been -highly creditable 
te thtin..-- = - .*-+5° 2! 

I should feet that I did not do justice 
to the service of Captain Godfrey, of the 
4Etna, in bombarding the cnemy’s ships 
on the 13th, if I did not recommend him 
to their “Lordship’s notice; and I cannot 
omit bearing due testimony to the anxious 
desire expressed by ‘Mr. Congreve to be 
emploved whenever | might conceive his 
serviers in the; management of his rock- 
¢ts would be useful; some of them were 
placed wi the fire ships with effect ; and 
i have every reason to be satisfied with 
the artillerymen and others, who had the 
management of them onder Mr. Con- 
greve’s direction.
